An effort was made this season 
to establish sunflowers as a com¬ 
mercial crop for southern Alberta. 
Forty-five hundred acres were 
grown under contract for a pro¬ 
cessing firm in Lethbridge and the 
results obtained indicate that a 
large increase in the acreage of 
this crop can be expected next 
season. The crops were spread 
widely over the southern area, ex¬ 
tending from Strathmore to the 
southern boundary and from 
Claresholm to Medicine Hat, 
nearly all of them on dry land. 

Since few growers, If any, had 
previous experience in growing 
sunflowers, some mistakes were 
made and these resulted in low 
yields. Thin or uneven stands, and 
weed, were probably the chief rea¬ 
sons for low yields, but the per¬ 
centage of unprofitable crops must 
have been very low, and the ex¬ 
perience gained this year should 
enable growers to produce better 
crops next year. Most of the crops 
yielded from 600 to 1200 pounds 
per acre. At the contract price of 
five cents per pound these gave 
quite • satisfactory returns. 

Practically all of the sunflower 
crops were ripened well in advance 
of the first killing frost, which oc¬ 
curred on Oct. 9. Harvesting com¬ 
menced soon afler that date, and 
with the help of special combine 
attachments bi ought In from 
Manitoba, or made locally, was 
completed In about two weeks. 
Wheat crops would not have been 
harvested more quickly. 

Mennonite, Advance and Beacon 
were the varieties used this sea¬ 
son for commercial production. 
The Mennonite variety Is used 
chiefly for the roasting and con¬ 
fectionery trade, while Beacon and 
Advance are the varieties pre¬ 
ferred for oil production. At the 
Experimental Farm this season in 
a small pot te3t, of varieties on dry 
land Beacon yielded 2,294 pounds 
per acre; Advance 1,937 pounds 
and Mennonite 1,679 pounds. While 
these yields are higher than can 
be expected on a large field basis 
they Indicate the relative yielding 
ability of these three varieties.
